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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 11-21 are presented for examination. 

2. Claims 1-10 are withdrawn from response to election/restriction filed on 12/03/2004. 



Claim Objections 

3. Claims 13-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The prior art of record does not teach or suggest, individually or in combination wherein 
the author interface described in claim 1 1 and 12 further receives template data 
communicated to the server in a first data format; converts at least a portion of the 
template data from the first data format into executable program code; and an author side 
interface communicates the input data to the data accumulator to form at least part of the 
executable program code communicated to the subscriber. 

5. All dependent claims are objected to as having the same deficiencies as the claims they 
depend from. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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7. Claims 17-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

8. Referring to claim 17 and 18, the term "viewing habits" and "viewing habit information" 
renders the claim vague and indefinite. It is unclear to the examiner how the viewing 
habit is defined and how viewing habit information is generated. 

9. All dependent claims are rejected to as having the same deficiencies as the claims they 
depend from. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

11. Claim 1 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Feig, US 
Publication Number 2003/0046315, hereinafter Feig. 

12. Feig teaches a server (figure 1A, master server 110) communicating on a public network 
(Internet 40) with a subscriber and an author (figure 6A(2), Author Client and User 100a 5 
100b or 100c), comprising: 

a. an author interface routine (figure 1 A, 35a, 35b, or 35c) to interact with the author 
(Author Client 100a, 100b, or 100c) via the public network (Internet 40); 
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b. a subscriber interface routine (figure 1 A, 35a, 35b, or 35c)to interact with the 
subscriber (User 100a, 100b, or 100c) via a dedicated channel (figure 1 A, 35a, 
35b 5 or 35c) on the public network (Internet 40); 

c. a subscription routine (steps 400-402, figure 6A(2))to receive a first request for 
access by the subscriber (User sends request to master server) and to thereupon 
write to the subscriber a program (steps 422-424, figure 6A(2)) 1) establishing 
parameters for the dedicated channel, and 2) establishing a core viewer routine to 
render a viewer at the subscriber having predefined viewer capabilities (page 1 5 
[0161]-[0164]), and 

d. a data accumulation routine (steps 428-430) to submit content to the subscriber 
(user receives target document at step 430) in accordance instructions received 
from the author (steps 413-step 424 page 15 [0163-0164]), including partial 
executable program codes for execution in association with the core viewer 
routine such the executable program codes extend the predefined viewer 
capabilities to new viewer capabilities not previously executable by the core 
viewer routine (page 15 [0164]). 

13. A server communicating as in claim 1 1 further including an authoring interface that 
creates the executable program codes dynamically based on inputs received from the 
author (steps 41-413, figure 6A(2), page 15 [0162-0163]).
